WAR PRICES FOR MILE. 
The Illinois Milk Producers say that the present 


charge of 17 cents a quart for milk to St. Louis con-'! 


sumers is excessive. 

The members of the association are witnesses whose 
testimony on the point is entitled to consideration. 
If, as the producers declare, the milk sold at “this 
price costs the distributors only 73-4 cents a quart, 
the margin of 91-4 cents over this cost may be cited 
as another instructive example of the high and un- 
necessary cost of getting products from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer. 

A rather interesting detail supplied by the produc- 
ers is that, since refusing to deal with the associa- 
tion, the producers have been bringing in milk from 
36 to 60 hours old, bought In remote indiana, Ohio 
and Michigan districts, at a cost of from 1 to 2 cents 
over the price at which milk in nearby territory 
could be obtained. If this is true, the recent advance 
from 16 to 17 cents a quart in the local retail price 
of milk must have been made with a view to forcing 
the St. Louis public to pay the expense incurred by 
the distributors in fighting the strike of the pro- 
ducers’ association. 

“Let the distributors reduce the price to the con- 
sumers and we will reduce our price to the distribu- 
tors,” says President D. A. Brooks of the Illinois 
Producers’ Association. Why is this not a good basis 
for a settlement? With everything else coming down, 
including feed and flivver milk wagons, milk should 
come down. At least it should not go up above the 
average war price.

PAPER PULP SHORTAGE. 

According to a report of the Forestry Service, we 
are dependent upon four trees—spruce, hemlock, bal- 
sam and poplar—for 84 per cent of our pulp for paper 
making. Owing to the depletion of our Eastern and 
Northeastern forests, where these trees were most 
numerous, the shortage of paper-making material 


fe one of the most serious problems facing the country, 


As the enormous possible supply to be obtained 
from Alaska will only partly relieve the shortage, 
owing to the cost of transportation, newspaper pro- 
prietors are looking with some hope to the inventors 
who are endeavoring to find substitutes for the woods 
now used in paper manufacture. One inventor claims 
that he is able to utilize pitch pine, of which there 
is a very large supply, especially in the South. Here- 
tofore it has been impossible to utilize this wood, the 
large amount of resinous matter in it making its 
bleaching both difficult and costly. The inventor, 
who has been able to interest capital in testing his 
process, has, it is claimed, not only proved that pitch 
pine pulp can be bleached, but that the fluid left as a 
by-product can be utilized in making soap.
